Berlin, Nov. 20.—Here is exactly
whot Emperor Willlam sald on world
polities to Dr. Willlam Bayard Hale,
the distingulshed clergyman, traveler
and writer, on board the imperial
vacht Hohensollern, at Bergen, Nor-
way, on July 19, Dr. Hale was seek-
ing ap article for the Century Maga-
zine, which article, in v'ew of the
earthquake oreated throughout Ger-
many by an interview given by Em-
peror Willlam to the London Dally
Telegraph, has been suppressed at the
request of the German government,

The emperor talked to Dr. Hale for
peveral hours. He was bitter against
England and full of “the yellow
peril.” He declared ‘England a traitor
to the white man’s cause, He pre-
dicted that she would ultimately lose
some of her colonles through her
treaty with Japan

The invitation to the American
fleet of battleships to visit New Zea-
land and Australle was intended to
serve notice on England that these
colonles we e with the white man and
not with the renegade mother coun-
try. The British colonists would show
by the ardor of their reception that
they understood the situation

i# even pow fomentiny (nsurrection in
India. This insurrection might break
out within six months, Germany and
the United States will, however, find
solution of the easte*n question

between Emperor Willam and Presi-
dent Roosevelt on this point They
mmtend to divide the east against itself
by becoming the recognized friends of
China, Negotiations have been pro-
gressing favorably for months A
very high Chinese official would soon
visit America and Germany, the em-
peror =ald Terms will be made!
